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Building Trades 
Exposes Tactics 
Of Roofing Firm 


Activities of a non-union, high- 
pressure outfit ostensibly from Los 
Angeles which has been offering 
“deals” to Salinas homeowners for 
roofing, painting, cement work and 
other jobs were exposed by the 
Monterey County Building Trades 
Council last week following inves- 
tigation by Bus. Agt. 
tins. 

The firm, under 
as “Great American 
Construction Corp.,” “Construction 
Co. of America,” ‘Pabco Cement 
Co.,” and others, uses a fast ap- 
proach in an effort to get dedls 
signed up, then sends out non- 
union workers to rush through the 
jobs as soon as possible, Martins 
said. 

His investigation showed that 
the firm misrepresents ability, 
over-charges the home-owners, and 
falls down in performance, Martins 
added. One person was charged 
$780 for a roofing job which a 
union roofer said should have cost 
no more than $350, declared Mar- 
tins. This job was hardly started 
before the workers left. 

In one other case he _ studied, 
Martins found that the “contract” 
for the work called for a cement 
coating before the actual roofing 
was laid. The workers were lay- 
ing mew roofing over old without 
any coating at all, he said. 

Powerless to prevent home- 
owners from entering into agree- 
ments with the firm, Martins said 
all the building council could do 
was to try to halt the non-union 
workers where possible. His ef- 
forts on this line were unusually 
successful, it was learned. 

Meanwhile, home-owners who 
have realized that they have been 
victims of misrepresentation have 
contacted banks to urge an investi- 
gation. It was reported that one 
major bank had agreed not to 
accept any time-payment con@acts 
from the firm. 

Martins has called upon Steve 
Cooney, state contractors’ license 
investigator, to study the licenses 
under which the firm is working. 

Martins said he has specific cases 
on record in event anyone wishes 
to check with him. His records 
will be turned over to proper au- 
thorities, he added.

The 8lst CO¥figress was under 
Democratic leadership. Yet its rec- 
ord was hardly better than that of 
the Republican led -80th. 

The leadership could point. to im- 
provements in the wage-hour law 
and the prospects of*social seeurity 
improvements. But the body of the 
Fair Deal remained where it start- 

ed—as a program. The political 
strategists had reason to doubt that 
organized labor could stir up a big 
campaign on the basis of such a 
congressional record. 

The ‘defeat of Claude Pepper in 
the Florida senatorial primary race 
added to the gloom. Labor had no 
better friend in the history of the 
Senate. 

In spite of the bad beginning, 
however, there are signs now that 
much can be recouped—if offyear 
lethargy is shaken. 

In the first North Carolina pri- 
mary run.for the Senate, Frank 
Graham assumed a commanding 
lead over reactionary opposition. 

In California, Helen Douglas and 
Jimmy Roosevelt, eldest of the late 
President’s sons; came out of the 
primaries with a fighting chance to 
crack the Republican grip on state 
politics.

HOW ABOUT KOREA? 


What is it that is going on in Korea? Apparently 
a lot of the news we are getting from there is not any too 
reliable. Tere are too many conflicting reports. 

All the people now living in Korea ever knew, until 
five years ago, when Japan’s war of conquest collapsed, 
was abject subjection and outright enslavement by Jap- 
anese overlords, who enforced their rule by any means 
they saw fit to employ. 

Even after Japan surrendered the set-up in Korea 
was such that the overlords still ruled, hence Russia and 
the United States agreed to take over temporarily until 
those who had been trained to play the overlord game of 
Japan could be weeded out. Russia was placed in 
charge of this assignment in the northern half, while 
the United States was assigned the southern half. 

The explanation given us and the rest of the world 
was that this military control by Russia and the U. S. 
was to end and all foreign troops were to be removed by 
both these big powers as soon as the Koreans collected 
themselves sufficiently to take over the task of govern- 
ing their own country, and working out their own in- 
ternal problems. Instead of letting the people of Korea 
do this our army stayed on after the Russian army left. 
Is our American army now really helping to keep 
Korea free, or is it contributing to the return, first of 
South Korea and then North Korea, to their former 
overlords? Evidently there are a lot of the South 
Koreans themselves, who are not enthusiastic enough 
about the government we have given them to be willing 
to put up much of a fight against joining the northern 
government. Why should American soldiers die for 
such a cause? 


| LET US NOT BE SIDETRACKED 


Our workers here in America should not permit 
themselves to be misled or sidetracked, from the polit- 
ical campaign that all American labor has undertaken, 
by any developments or outbreaks that may take place 
in Asia. ,; 

Neither Korea nor Formosa can by any stretch of 
the imagination mean anywhere near-as much to Amer- 
ican and California labor as the kind of a Congress and 
the kind of a governor and legislature we help elect 
from and for California next November. 

We might as well face the deplorable fact that in 
spite of all the platitudes we hear spoken in behalf of 
world peace that there are people both in and out of 
Congress, who are insanely anxious to start another 
world war in which the United States and Russia will 
be lined up on opposite sides instead of as allies, as was 
the case in the last world war. 

Practically all American workers love the United 
States and stand at all times ready to defend it with 
everything they have against attack from whatever 
source it may be. But for us to be picking up the in- 
ternal quarrels of other people and going to the extreme 
of sacrificing lives of our soldiers in behalf of either 
side to such internal quarrels is quite a different matter, 
especially during an election year when labor has issues 
of tremendous importance to our own workers to vote 
on. Let us not be sidetracked. 


NEED OF LABOR PRESS 


It is now becoming clear to active members of 
organized labor that we cannot depend upon our daily 
papers for either help or dependable information in 
connection with candidates or issues to be voted on in 
the November election, which is already entering the 
closing stages for 1950. : 

There is a Congress to be elected, state officers and 
a legislature in this state to be voted into office. It is 
now painfully evident that the candidates that have been 
endorsed by labor are getting scant attention from the 
daily papers of our entire state. 

Only the labor press is coming out whole-heartedly 
for the candidates and the issues in which labor has in- 
terested itself. For this reason it is up to labor itself 
to take the necessary steps to make the greatest use pos- 
sible of every local labor paper, wherever one is estab- 
lished and in whatever part of California it may be 
located. 

The least that union members can and should do is 
to see to it that every member of every union is receiv- 
ing the local labor paper every single week from now 
until election day. Are the members of your union do- 
ing their bit towards getting truthful and dependable 
information to their members, such as is published each 
week in the local labor press?

It is counting on 
the fact that the measure has not 
been pushed by Administration 
forces at this session of Congress, 
with the result that public opinion 
has not been sufficiently mobilized 
behind the health insurance meas- 
ure. 

The AMA plan, announced at its 
99th annual convention here, is a 
departure from its traditional code 
against advertising. Its decision to 
use newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertising represents a direct at- 
tempt to swing the editorial and 
feature columns ef the obliging 
press into the campaign. 


BIG DAILIES BUDDIES 
Role of the press in staving off 
health insurance was freely ac- 
knowledged by Dr. Elmer L. Hen- 
derson of Louisville, Ky., newly- 
elected AMA president, in_ his 
inaugural address June 27. Propa- 
ganda dominates the convention, 
to the detriment of scientific re- 
ports. 


“If it were not,” Dr. Henderson 
said, “for the leadership of the 
American press in defending our 
fundamental liberties, American 
medicine even now might be so- 
cialized—and under the heel of 
political dictation.

Federal Standards 


| Washington.—As long as the 
United States government has ap- 
propriated funds for states, busi- 
| ness and the people, it has estab- 
lished the minimum _ standards 
which must be met before the 
money can be used or the rules 
under which such sums can be 
spent. 

In the case of unemployment 
compensation, a wiser Congress 
than the 8ist ruled that no state 
could administer these funds in 
such a way to force workers to 
accept jobs at sub-standard wages 
and working conditions, or to act 
as strikebreakers, or to penalize 
workers for joining a labor unidn. 

That Congress gave to the Secre- 
tary of Labor the authority to de- 
cide whether these standards op- 
erated and to enforce their opera- 
tion. ‘ 

But Seh. William F: —Knowland 
of California introdticéd ‘an 'amend- 
ment to the Social Security bill 
which will prohibit the Séctetary 
of Labor from exerdising “this au- 
thority until after a court had 
ruled on his right. This could block 
_the operation of U. S. standards 
for years. 

The purpose of the amendment 
is clearly to permit the states to 
‘avoid compliance with the federal 
| standards. 

The Senate adopted the vicious 
Knowland amendment which can 
be used to break strikes and peo- 
ple.

In San Francisco 


Recent changes in the price level 
of foods in San Francisco are as 
follows, according to Max D. Kos- 
soris, Regional Director of the 
U. S. Department of Labor’s Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics. 

1. Prices are rising slowly, but 
steadily. The rise between mid- 
April and mid-May interval 
amounted to 0.1 percent, but con- 
tinues upward. 

2. The food price index for May, 
213.2, was almost identical with 
that of October 1949 (213.1). The 
intervening price decline has been 
erased, 

3. Like the rest of the country, 
San Francisco cohsumers can, ex- 
pect a slow but steady rise in the 
price level of foods. 

4. The May 1950, price level is 
only 1 percent below that of May 
1949. Meat prices are generally 
higher than a year ago. 

5. In comparison, the national 
food index moved up 1.9 percent 
betweén April and May, and the
